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$5 billion voted for unemployed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The Senate voted to spend $5 billion to help the nation’s 
jobless today, but refused to authorize a $5 5 billion cut in federal spending. 
A House delay on the foreign trade bill, meanwhile, put off expected adjournment 
of the 93rd Congress until Friday 
The Senate and House worked on pending bills throughout day, but adjournment 
gave way to the House debate on the nomination of Nelson A Rockefeller as vice 
president. 
Congressional plans to adjourn tonight disappeared when House Democratic 
Leader Thomas P O'Neill said the House would not act on the long-delayed trade 
bill until Friday 
With little debate, the Senate, by voice vote, approved $5 billion to finance 330,000 
public service jobs, provide unemployment benefits, and increase rehabilitation 
benefits for disabled veterans. 
The bill was sent to a conference so it can be reconciled with a $4 8 billion measure 
approved by the House Wednesday. 


Then the Senate rejected, 63-31, a move sparked by Sen Ernest F Hollings, D- 
S.C., to trim federal spending in fiscal 1975 by (5 5 billion 
The proposed cut would have requuired a 10 per cent reduction in spending for 
controllable items and a 2 per cent decrease in government hiring 
House and Senate conferees reached agreement on a trade bill Wednesday night, 
undeterred by objections from the Soviet Union 
The bill authorizes President Ford to negotiate lower world tariffs and to give 
improved tariff treatment —most favored nation status —to the Soviet Union, 
provided it allows its citizens, particularly Jews, to emigrate freely 
On Wednesday the Soviet news agency Tass denounced understandings on the level 
of emigration acceptable under the bill 
These supposedly had been worked out in negotiations between the Russians, 
Secretary of State Henry M Kissinger and Sen Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash. 
The bill is still expected to be approved by both the House and Senate 
Congress Wednesday sent to the White House legislation that would: 


—Authorize $2 7 billion for foreign aid and allow President Ford to resume 
military aid to Turkey, but only until Feb. 5. 
—Provide $5 5 billion for public service jobs and benefits for the unemployed. 
—Provide $752 8 million in aid for highways. 
The bill also allows heavier trucks on interstate highways, orders states to enforce 
the 55-mile-an hour speed limit under threat of losing federal highways funds and 
bands jumbo billboards which sprang up within sight of federal highways after 
Congress banned billboards within 660 feet of the highways 
Sen James B Allen, D-Ala., Wednesday threatened to force a delay in 
adjournment if a bill creating a Consumer Protection Agency, which he opposes, 
came to the Senate floor An agreement was made not to take it up 
Other legislators threatened to keep Congress in session until Ford acted on a bill 
assuring the government sole custody of former President Richard Nixon's papers 
and documents But the White House sent word Ford will sign the bill without 
delaying adjournment.

Planners okay Exxon facility 
Union set

Exxon Co. U.S.A. won a narrow, 5-4 
approval Wednesday by the County 
Planning Commission on its bid for a 
rezoning to allow construction of a $26 
million oil and gas processing plant in 
Las Flores Canyon in the Refugio area. 
The recommendation now goes to the 
new Board of Supervisors early next 
year for 
confirmation or rejection, 
along with conditional use permits 
which would allow the giant oil combine 
to build an electrical-substation and lay 
pipelines connecting the plant facility 
with a contemplated drilling platform 
offshore in the western Santa Barbara 
Channel. 
The Coastal Conservation Commission 
would still have to grant a permit to 
allow the pipelines in the coastal area 


Biggest hurdle ahead however — if 
the reconstituted Board of Supervisors 
supports Exxon — could be the threat of 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford, jeered by a small crowd shouting 
"jobs, jobs, jobs," said in a railway 
dedication speech today that Americans 
need the will to win to overcome serious 
energy and economic problems. 
"Let us reaffirm our faith in the 
American spirit... and win we will,’’ he 
said, his voice competing with shouts of 
some 100 young protestors at a small 
railroad station in suburban Alexandria, 
Va. 
The President took part in ceremonies 
launching 
an 
"American 
Freedom 
Train’’ — a privately sponsored train 
which will tour the country during the 
Bicentennial Celebration 
with 
such 
historic documents as George Washing­ 
ton’s personal copy of the Constitution. 
The 
hooting, 
sign-carrying 
demonstrators were among about 500 
persons who attended Ford’s 10-minute 
speech from the rear platform of the 
last car in the red, white and blue train. 
At one point, he stumbled over the 
words in his prepared address. 
The protesters stood only about 30 
yards from Ford. He never directly 
acknowledged them, but he had a severe 
expression on his face throughout most 
of his speech and repeatedly looked 
sternly in their direction.

venting 
dissatisfaction 
with Ford’s economic policies and 
concern about rising unemployment, the 
demonstrators carried many large signs 
printed with such slogans as ‘‘Don’t Let 
Big Business Railroad U.S.,’’ “ No 
Inflation Without Representation,’’ and 
"GM —Lay Off Profits, Not Workers ”

Rockefeller was scheduled to be 
sworn in as the nation's 41st vice

House vote The Senate already has con­ 
firmed Rockefeller. 
President 
Ford, 
who 
nominated 
Rockefeller four months ago, will attend 
the ceremony along with the new vice 
president’s wife, Happy, and their two 
sons, Nelson Jr., 10, and Mark,7. 
Liberal Democrats, who controlled 
two of the six hours of debate, attacked 
Rockefeller’s immense family wealth, 
his gifts and loans to associates and his 
involvement in a book critical of a 
political opponent. 
Rockefeller was defended on both 
sides of the aisle by congressmen who 
argued there had never been a scandal 
directly touching Rockefeller in his 40 
years of public service, including 15 
years as governor of New York.

against Rockefeller. 
Rockefeller, the richest man ever to 
hold high public office in America, 
apparently will play a major role in 
administration domestic policy.

record 73 conditions that Exxon 
would be required to live up to

restrictions ever placed on a 
county project and stressed 
that

conditions.” 
Commissioner Robert Lilley, 
of Lompoc, voting for the 
project, said Exxon had located 
its plant in a canyon away from 
the coastal bluff in accord with 
county oil policy. 
Dr. Duncan pointed out the 
commission 
had 
spent 
considerable time in weighing 
merits of the application and 
had the advice of experts. 
Mrs. Peter Bratt, of Goleta 
Valley, in whose district the oil 
facility would be built, said she 
was voting no on the grounds 
that the conditions laid down 
were “ not strong enough ” An 
earlier motion of hers for 
denial had lost out 5-4. 
White said his negative vote 
was on the grounds that county 
approval of the new plant 
would 
be 
seen 
as county 
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encouragement 
of 
more 
offshore oil drilling. 
Mrs. Thomas Nielsen, of 
Solvang, voted against the 
Exxon plan saying that she felt 
adverse 
environmental 
consequences 
of 
offshore 
drilling were linked to onshore 
facilities. 
Also 
casting 
a 
negative vote was chairperson 
Mrs. 
Robert 
Looker, 
of 
Summerland. 
Adam declared he felt there 
were a few people in the north 
county against a project such 
as Exxon’s.

In its list of conditions, the 
commission laid down terms of 
liability against the company in 
the event of disasters caused 
by company negligence, and 
allowed a protection clause

company operations and within 
the 
three-mile 
tidelands 
leading to the drilling platform. 
Rezoning of the 1,500-acre

East War to remote Arab 
states could explode in a world 
economic crisis and possibly a 
nuclear confrontation 
Israel and Syria traded war 
threats and there was sporadic 
light weapons and bazooka fire 
along Israel’s northern frontier 
with Lebanon 
The Kuwait state-run radio 
said "threats by the Israeli 
defense minister to expand the 
war against Arab cities do not 
interest the Arabs only, but 
also affect the interests of 
many other parties and nations 
and their economies.” 
Israeli Defense Minister Shi­ 
mon Peres said Wednesday in 
Tel Aviv that Israel would 
retaliate against any Arab 
country that sent its army to 
attack 
the 
Jewish 
state 
"whether 
it 
be 
Kuwait, 
Morocco, Lybia, Saudia Arabia 
or Abu Dhabi.” 
The Arab broadcast warned 
of the danger of "nuclear 
confrontation and an explosion 
of economic crises, especially 
now that oil has become the 
blood of life and the most 
important 
factor 
in 
world 
economy and peace. 
"In this case Israel would be 
regarded by the Arabs and all 
the world as a criminal band 
that needs to be punished,” the 
broadcast said 
The broadcasts came soon 
after newspapers in Tel Aviv 
reported angry outbursts flared 
between Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and Israel's 
Ambassador to Washington. 
One government source hinted 
at a possible rift in U.S.-Israeli 
relations. 
The sharp differences of 
opinion arose between Kissing­ 
er 
and 
Abassador Simcha 
Dinitz over the Israeli position 
on talks with Egypt about an 
interim peace settlement, gov­ 
ernment sources said. 
Syrian

Volcanoes 
'quieting 
down' 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (U PI) - 
Scientists said today that the 
rumblings under the volcanoes 
Mauna Loa and Kilauea were 
"quieting down a bit.” 
Seismologists at the Vol­ 
canoes National Park Observa­ 
tory said the seismic activity 
was much higher than normal 
but had decreased somewhat 
since two sharp earthquakes 
Sunday. 
There were fears of twin 
eruptions of the two volcanoes 
for the first time in 55 years. 
"Things are calming down a 
bit,” 
said, 
Bob Tilling, a 
seismologist, but he noted the 
observatory was still recording 
nearly 1,000 aftershocks daily. 
The normal daily average was 
about 60, he added. 
A team of scientists who 
made their way through gale 
force winds Wednesday 
to 
check 
instruments returned 
late in the evening. 
Officials said the volcanic 
tilt, which measures internal 
lava pressure, continued at a 
very high, but stable, level in 
Kilauea. Readings were una­ 
vailable for Mauna Loa. 
Mauna Loa is the largest 
single mountain mass on earth, 
rising 13,680 feet above sea 
level.

Fraud cash paid 
to 'swindler' 


AMSTERDAM 
(U PI) 
- 
More than 8800,000 of the 
money apparently defrauded 
from the City of Los Angeles 
was paid by a Dutch bank early 
this month to a man identified 
by Interpol as an international 
swindler, police said today. 
The man told the bank he 
would return a few days later 
to pick up nearly $100,000 more 
in defrauded funds but he never 
showed up, thwarting a police 
trap for him. 
The funds were from a forged 
check for $902,125 which moved 
through four banks in three 
countries. The check was one of 
18 stolen from a tightly guarded 
room at city hall in a suspected 
Mafia operation. 


Chief Police Superintendent 
Gerald J. Torenaar said that 
early this month a man who 
identified as Aime Nassif, a 
Lebanese citizen, 
contacted 
Hollandsche Bank Unie here to 
check if they had received a 
money order of almost $900,000 
to his name from a company in 
Switzerland. 
When the bank confirmed the 
order, Nassif said he would 


pick up $810,000 and the money 
was paid to him on Dec. 6, 
Torenaar said. 
Nassif told the bank he would 
return for the remaining funds 
a few days later but he never 
showed up 
“ By 
that time, 
a 
bank 
inspection showed the payment 
was apparently based on fraud 
at the expense of Los Angeles,” 
the officer said. 
“ The 
money 
order 
had 
arrived in Amsterdam from the 
Cogesa Company of Geneva 
who in their turn got it from 
Crocker International Bank in 
the United States. The original 
check was apparently fraudu­ 
lently acquired from the City of 
Los Angeles. 
"For days we lay in wait at 
the bank for Nassif but he 
never turned up again.” 
Police have not been able to 
learn where Nassif stayed in 
Amsterdam before he picked 
up the money. 
Los Angeles has refused to 
honor the forged check and city 
officials said European banks 
will be stuck for the money. 
Nine of the stolen checks are 
still missing. 
Ford acts to 
remove isolation 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - On 
paper, the changes seem quite 
small. 
But President Ford appeared 
to be signaling a clean break 
with the isolation that charac­ 
terized the Oval Office during 
the Nixon years in unveiling a 
new organization of the White 
House staff and operations 
Wednesday. 
“ The biggest change is the 
President 
himself,” 
said 
Donald Rumsfeld, one of four 
men 
given 
broadest 
responsibilities under the plan. 
“ He’s a different individual 
and he behaves in a way that 
suits him —his approach to the 
job, his dealings with the staff 
... are pure Jerry Ford.” 
Ford’s new blueprint gave no 
indication what role he would 
assign to Nelson Rockefeller, 
even though the vice presiden­ 
tial nominee was expected to 
win final congressional confir­ 
mation today. 
Also left uncertain was the 
extent of reshuffling that Ford 
plans to do at the cabinet level. 
Two cabinet members, Attor­ 
ney General William Saxbe and 
Transportation 
Secretary 
Claude Brinegar, have submit­ 
ted resignations in recent days 
and 
more 
were 
expected 
shortly. 
Edward Levi, University of 
Chicago president, was under­ 


stood to be in line for Saxbe’s 
post and Brinegar’s job was 
expected to go to John Robson, 
a Chicago attorney who served 
as the Transportation Depart­ 
ment’s top lawyer during the 
Johnson administration. 
In other shifts, Ford was said 
to have decided to transfer 
Housing Secretary James Lynn 
to replace Budget Director Roy 
Ash, but to have chosen no 
successor yet for Kenneth Cole, 
who stepped down as his top 
domestic policy adviser. 
Under the realignment of 
White House staff and opera­ 
tions, which has been evolving 
since shortly after Ford took 
office Aug. 9, the President 
assigned responsibility for “ the 
full range of policy issues” to 
Rum sfeld, 
presidential 
counsellors Robert Hartmann 
and John Marsh, and legal 
counsel Philip Buchen. 


The White House said those 
four aides and five others 
would be reporting directly to 
Ford. 


Ford set 
to sign 
tape bill 


WASHINGTON

- 
President Ford plans to sign 
legislation today denying Rich­ 
ard 
Nixon custody of 
his 
presidential tapes and papers. 
The bill grants permanent 
custody of the historical docu­ 
ments to the General Services 
Administration. 
The 
tapes, 
papers, 
and 
documents covering Nixon’s 
five and one-half years would 
be open to public inspection 
except those that deal with 
national security. 
Nixon would have access 
and. under provisions of the 
bill, could go to federal court to 
seek compensation 
Ford's decision to sign the 
bill erased a potential threat to 
the adjournment of the 93rd 
Congress. 
Congressional leaders were 
determined to stay in session 
until midnight Friday, when 
the bill would have gone into 
law automatically if Ford had 
taken no action. 
But if Congress were to have 
adjourned before midnight Fri­ 
day, Ford could have ignored 
the bill and it would have been 
killed by a pocket veto. 
If Ford had decided to veto 
the bill before midnight Friday, 
Congress would have stayed in 
session long enough to overrule 
the rejection. 
The Senate approved the bill 
56-7 dnd the House by an 
overwhelming voice vote. 
The bill nullifies an agree­ 
ment between Ford and Nixon 
under which the tapes and 
papers 
would 
have 
been 
Nixon’s property —housed at a 
special 
facility 
under 
the 
guardianship of the GSA —for 
five years. 


After that sole custody would 
have gone to Nixon and all the 
documents could have been 
destroyed by 1984 or upon 
Nixon’s death — whichever 
came first. 


Nixon tax 
lawyer gets 
four months 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Ed­ 
ward L. Morgan, the young 
lawyer who falsified papers to 
help Richard M. Nixon obtain a 
massive, 
undeserved 
lax 
deduction, today was sentenced 
to four months in prison. 


Chief U.S. District Judge 
George L. Hart, sternly rebuk­ 
ing Morgan as a man who 
"wilfully betrayed” his public 
and professional trust, imposed 
a two-year sentence but or­ 
dered that all but four months 
be probation. 


Morgan, 36, pleaded guilty 
Nov. 8 to a single count of 
conspiracy to impair, impede, 
defeat and obstruct the proper 
and government functions of 
the Internal Revenue Service. 
The charge is a felony and 
Morgan could have received as 
much as five years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine. 


As a deputy counsel in 1970, 
Morgan 
prepared 
a 
deed 
donating Nixon’s prepresiden- 
tial papers to the United States 
—a 
gift for 
which 
Nixon 
ultimately claimed a $576,000 
income tax deduction. 


The IRS, after a lengthy 
investigation, last year disal­ 
lowed that claim and required 
Nixon and his wife to pay 
nearly $500,000 in back taxes 
from 1969 through 1973.

Government agencies report­ 
ed worsening recession, higher 
unemployment and a near- 
record balance of payments 
deficit. 
The White House said Ford 
was pushing U.S. Steel to 
cancel or lower its 8 per cent 
steel price increase and wants 
the entire steel industry to 
freeze prices. 
The giant steel firm said it

SAIGON (U P I) - Indochina 
began its 29th year of war today 
with heavy fighting throughout 
South Vietnam, 
including a 
rocket 
attack 
against 
the 
nation's second largest city. 


The most costly clashes were 
in the Mekong Delta, where 
Communist forces attempting 
to control 
the winter rice 
harvest stepped up pressure on 
a besieged district (county) 
capital 
The upsurge in fighting came 
on the 28th anniversary of the 
beginning of the French Indo­ 
china war. On Dec. 19, 1946, Ho 
Chi 
Minh’s 
Viet 
forces 
blew up Hanoi’s French-run 
power stations and fled to the 
countryside. 
The 
Communists 
have 
battled French, American and 
South Vietnamese forces since 
then Peace has been declared 
three times, but Vietnam has 


yet to witness a full year 
without fighting. 


The Saigon military com­ 
mand beefed up its patrols and 
outposts around the capital 
W ednesday 
night 
in 
anticipation 
of 
Communist 
attacks 
to 
mark 
“ national 
resistance 
day,” 
but 
no 
incidents were reported. 
Military sources said the 
special alert would continue 
“ for a few days” to head off 
Communist attempts to mark 
the anniversary of the late 
North Vietnamese leader’s 1946 
raid. 
In addition, the Communists 
will celebrate the 14th anniver­ 
sary of the founding of the Viet 
Cong’s 
National 
Liberation 
Front on Friday and the 30th 
anniversary of the founding of 
the North Vietnamese army on 
Sunday. 
A command spokesman said 


the Communists might attempt 
a “ spectacular” show of force 
in the Saigon region over the 
next 
few 
days, 
but 
the 
nationwide fighting is expected 
to fall off before Christmas. 
The command said Commu­ 
nist gunners fired two rockets 
into Da Nang, 370 miles north 
of 
Saigon, 
late 
Wednesday 
night. A spokesman said the 
rockets hit the air base at South 
Vietnam’s second largest city, 
but caused no casualties. 
Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese troops in the Mekong 
Delta shelled Kien Hung, a 
district town 120 miles south­ 
west of Saigon, Wednesday 
afternoon and battled govern­ 
ment soldiers within four miles 
of the town.

shelling 
and fighting at the 
town of 3,500 left 60 Communist 
soldiers and four government 
troops dead.

4k lb. ground pork 
4k lb. chopped shrimps 
4k cup chopped w ater chestnuts 
2 egg yolks 
30 lumpia wrappers 
3 tbsp. chopped mushrooms 
sliced chives 
3 tbsp. chopped onions 
Mix all ingredients well and wet with egg yolks, 
season with salt and pepper. Fold into small rolls in 
lumpia wrappers, close at both ends. Fry in deep fat 
until golden brown. 
Serve with sweet-sour sauce made by mixing 
vinegar, water, a little sugar, soy sauce for color, and 
a little salt. Bring to boil in a pan and add a little 
tomato sauce. Thicken with cornstarch diluted in 
water. Add pepper and ground garlic to taste. 
Note: According to one’s taste, one can vary the 
vegetables. Commonly used are bean sprouts or green 
beans The sauce too can be varied to taste. Lumpia 
wrappers can be purchased in Filipino stores. 
However, Won Ton wrappers may also be used with 
satisfactory results. 
Also to be served at the Saturday celebration are 
rice cakes, the recipe for which follows. 
Sinukmani 
(Rice Cakes) 
5 cups sweet rice 
34k cups sugar 
3 coconuts 
1 tsp. salt 
G rate the cocnut and squeeze out the milk, without 
adding water. Set to one side. Prepare the diluted 
coco-milk by adding 1 cup warm water to the grated 
coconut for each extraction. Boil this until thick, then 
add the undiluted coconut milk, and boil until it begins 
to curdle. 
Add the rice, salt and refined sugar and continue 
cooking, stirring constantly, over low heat, until the 
rice is cooked. 


Line a pan with banana leaves if available. (This 
can be om itted.) Pour the rice mixture into pan and 
flatten with spatula. Cut into 2 inch squares and serve 
with grated coconut on top.

1 broiler chicken 
salt and pepper

pepper, garlic, peppercorns. Place in a pot and add 
the bay leaf, vinegar and water. Let boil for several 
minutes then cover and sim m er until chicken is 
tender and the liquid has evaporated. Add the oil and 
fry m eat until brown. Serve hot or cold. Serves 6-8.

4k cup boiled, flaked chicken 
4k cup each of boiled shrimps, ham and pork, all 
sliced in long narrow strips. 
1 cup shredded cabbage 
slices of lemon 
1 pkg. bijon (rice noodles) 
1 onion sliced 
14k cup chicken broth 
3 tbsp. soy sauce 
4 segments garlic, crushed 
1 cup shrimp juice 
salt, pepper to taste 
Fry separately, the garlic, onion, shrimps, pork, 
chicken and ham. Set aside a portion of each for 
garnishing the finished dish. To the rest of the 
ingredients, add soy sauce, shrimp juice, salt, broth 
and pepper. Cook for about 5 minutes then add the 
cabbage, mixing well, and sim m er until almost dry. 
Blanch the rice noodles in boiling w ater for about 2 
minutes, then fry in lard. Add to other mixture. 
Arrange on platter and garnish with the previously set 
aside ingredients.

try Seattle for the best 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Ne­ 
wark, N.J., is by far the worst 
city in the nation, according to 
a survey published in Harper’s 
Magazine. Seattle, Wash., was 
ranked the best, but by a 
narrow margin. 
Writer Arthur Louis used 24 
tables that ranked cities by 
such 
categories 
as crime, 
ncome, education, recreation, 
ratio of residents to doctors, 
‘Who’s Who" entries, library 
books and hotel rooms. 
One 
statistic 
was 
park 
acreage per resident. It was 
xie of nine categories in which 
Newark ranked last among the 
50 cities. 
“ If the entire population of 
Newark were to spill into the 
parks one sunny Sunday, each 
•esident would have to confine 
himself to an area roughly four 
feet by four feet," Louis said. 
Seattle was not ranked No. 1 
in any single category, but it 
had the best average ranking. 
‘4th from the top. 
"Seattle’s position at the top 
»f the list seems plausible 
enough. As one who has been 
rhere I can attest that it is an 
ippealing and immensely civil- 
zed place," Louis said. 
Many cities were close to 
Seattle in the distance of their 
tverage rank from the top, 


including Tulsa, Okla., 14.8, 
San Diego 14.9, San Jose, Calif, 
15.6, Honolulu 16.4, Portland, 
Ore., 17.8, Denver 18.2, Min­ 
neapolis, 
Minn., 
18.8, 
Oklahoma 
City 
19.1, 
and 
Omaha. Neb., 19.3. 
Newark’s average rank was 
41.6, more than 6 places away 
from the next lowest, St. Louis 
at 35.3. Others at the bottom 
and their average rank: Chica­ 
go 
33.7, 
Detroit 
33, 
and 
Baltimore, Md., 32. 


Cities 
in 
the 
West 
and 
Southwest 
generally ranked 
toward the top of the list while 
those in the Northeast dominat­ 
ed the bottom, Louis said. 


“ The results seem appropri­ 
ate for a study stressing the 
greatest physical and material 
well-being for the greatest 
number," Louis wrote. 


“ As the sociologists have 
been telling us for a long time, 
the Northeastern cities are 
deficient in that respect.” 


New York City ranked 32nd 
on Louis’s list, behind San 
Francisco (11th), Los Angeles 
(22nd) and Washington (27th), 
but ahead of Boston (34th), 
Atlanta (36th) and Philadelphia 
(39th).

The U.N. General Assembly 
handed the United States one 
final defeat Wednesday by 
voting 90-20 with 21 abstentions 
to raise the pay of 30,000 U.N. 
employes by 6 per cent, a move 
expected to cost about $26 
million 
The African, Asian and Latin 
American majority rolled over 
U.S. opposition during the 13- 
week session to grant observer 
status to the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization and expel 
South Africa from the assem­ 
bly. 
U.S. Ambassador John Scali 
said the moves represented a 
“ tyranny of the majority.” 
Western diplomats complained 
the assembly set precedents 
for 
the 
seating 
of 
other 
guerrilla 
groups 
and 
the 
expulsion of unpopular U.N. 
members 
American dipleasure with its 
waning influence was reflected 
in a U.S. decision to boycott a 
world fund providing emergen­ 
cy relief to nations in economic 
distress. 
Ambassador Clarence Clyde 
Ferguson Jr., U.S. representa­ 
tive to the U.N. Economic and 
Social Council, said Wednesday 
the fund would overlap existing 
aid channels and “ insert yet 
another layer of bureaucracy 
between donors and those who 
so desperately 
need 
assis­ 
tance." 


American taxpayers already 
finance about 25 per cent of the 
U.N. secretariat’s operating 
budget.

Police angrily denounced the

It is clear that they have 
not done their part," said 
police Capt. Stephen Downing, 
in the latest of what has 
become a series of strong 
police criticisms of the juvenile 
courts for releasing young 
criminals. 
The alleged killer had been 
arrested 12 times, six times for 
felonies, 
including 
carrying 
guns, robbery, burglary and 
auto theft. 
“ The police have done their 
part 
with 
this individual," 
Downing said. “ The issue is the 
protection of the community” 
by the “ non-system" of justice 
in juvenile courts, he said. 
The 
youth 
who did 
the 
shooting was arrested Oct. 26 
for an incident involving guns 
in a gang conflict. He was 
immediately released and the 
very next day was arrested for 
armed robbery, Downing said.

In Robert Kennedy’s murder, 
the doubt narrows down to the 
m anufacturer's 
groove 
marking on a bullet removed 
from the senator’s neck 
Two top-ranked criminolo­ 
gists say that bullet had only 
one encircling groove while all 
the others fired from Sirhan's 
gun had two 
The challenge is not new. It 
was first brought out in 1970 by 
a tv producer who made a 
documentary called “ The Se­ 
cond Gun" and got reams of 
publicity. It has been raised in 
three separate hearings with no 
conclusive outcome. 
Now it is in the headlines 
again and there are indications 
that public pressure may force 
test refirings of Sirhan's gun 
for comparison of bullet mark­ 
ings with the one that killed 
Kennedy. 


The issue has divided even 
close friends of the Kennedy 
family. Rafer Johnson, for 
example, said this week he 
thought the case should be 
reopened. 


Grier, who was standing by 
Ethel Kennedy’s side when the

Sirhan s trial lawyer was 
Grant Cooper, one of the best

Cooper made it evident that he 
puts little credence in the 
“ second gun” theory but would 
certainly not object to reopen­ 
ing the investigation 
“ If there is anything to it, it 
should be brought out," he said

Porter shunned street gang, joined NBA

CHICAGO — (N EA ) — He doesn’t even like coming back 
home anymore, to his old neighborhood in Chicago, to the 
town where he was born and grew up, where he literally 
fought the rats and the gangs for survival, where he always 
knew when it was noon because that’s when slaughter-time 
began and the stench from the nearby stockyards filled his 
nostrils and lungs. 
Kevin Porter does not live in Chicago anymore. He is a 
professional basketball player with the Washington Bullets, 
and lives with his wife and two-year-old son, Kevin the 
Second, in a manicured Washington suburb. 
When he returns here, he comes to play at the Chicago 
Stadium, a long way in many ways from his alma mater, 
DuSable High School, an old ghetto school of burnt brick and 
broken windows. DuSable is only a few blocks away from 
where Kevin grew up, on 47th and Wabash. Recently, a 
Chicago newspaper Sunday magazine ran a story about 47th 
Street, entitled, “ The Meanest Street in Chicago.” 
It was that way from the time he was born until he left 
home in 1968 to accept a basketball scholarship at St. 
Francis College in Loreto, Pa. 
“ I wanted to get as far away from home as I could,’’ he 
says today. “ And 1 hated coming home for vacations and 
summers. The longer I was away, the more I realized that 
life there was like a concentration camp. 
“ Stores boarded up, broken glass instead of grass, 
roaches and rats and dogs chewing on my little brothers and 
sisters. It was ridiculous. I hated it. 
“ But maybe it’s got even worse. I mean, I thought when 1 
was growing up that people were nicer. Now, I don’t know, 
they all seem sullen.” 
He remembers, too, the Blackstone Rangers, a local 
gang, that intimidated even the police and ran the 


neighborhood They even had a few legitimate businesses. 
Porter remembers that the Rangers once tried to recruit 
him. He was threatened if he did not show up at a meeting of 
theirs. He didn’t. “ But they gave me some air because I was 
a basketball player,” he says. 


He got more threatening letters when he would play at 
neighboring schools. “ You’ll find a bullet hole in your head 
if you show up to play Hyde Park.” Letters like that. He 
played. 


There was dope on the street, murders before his eyes, 
whores. Recently, a high school teammate of his was sent to 
prison for armed robbery. 


Porter, 
however, 
survived. 
And 
flourished. 
His 
background was not his only handicap. He is also short, a 
wiry 5-10, the second shortest player in the NBA. (“ I got 
Calvin Murphy by about an inch,” said Porter.) 


This is his third year in the NBA, and none of it has been 
easy. He played little his rookie year, but hung on with the 
club. Last season he saw much more action because guard 
Archie Clark held out in a contract squabble for half the 
season. 
And Porter has realized that his temper and the referee’s 
whistle were incompatible. He had nine technical fouls 
called against him last season and led the league with 319 
personal fouls (fouled out of 14 games, second in the league 
in that dreary category). Murphy, interestingly, was second 
in most personal fouls, with 310. 
“ We’re aggressive and quick, ” said Porter, in the locker 
room drying off his mustache and goatee after a recent 
game. “ So the refs watch us more. They don’t think we can 
guard the bigger guys without hacking them. But they are 
wrong.” 
He is struggling, he says, to gain “ a maturity” and not 


stare malevolently at the refs, a practice which has resulted 
in several technicals for Porter. “ They hold grudges, they 
say they don’t, but they do,” he said. 


“ And the awful thing is that the referees can kill your 
career.” 


He says his fouling has hurt him in his contract 
negotiations. His employers counter that since he is on the 
bench so much, he is not worth as much. 


He earns $50,000 a year in salary, easily the lowest paid 
starter on his team by about half (Elvin Hayes, for 
example, makes about a quarter of a million dollars a 
season). “ And I ’m probably the lowest paid regular in the 
league,” says Porter. 


“ We’ve had some negotiations for more money, but they 
have not been too good, so I ’m playing out my option.” 


Porter was in the top 10 in assists in the league last 
season, and is a double-figures scorer. He is an exciting 
player, as he penetrates, has a funny and goose-step fake, 
but also is erratic at times with passes and shots, as well as 
with temper. Yet Elvin Hayes calls Porter the “ key to our 
club.” And the club now may be the best in basketball. 
“ And for all that,” says Porter. “ I ’d like a lot more 
money. At least as much as the other guards are getting. I ’d 
like to buy my parents some furniture, now, too.” And he 
smiles his kind of side-of-the-mouth smile. 
Last summer he bought a house for his family, his father 
(a laborer) and mother (a housewife), five younger brothers 
and one younger sister (whom he is helping through 
college). The house has four bedrooms and is several miles 
away from the meanest street in town. 
From the stockyards’ thick stench in his nose to the 
referee’s skirling whistle in his ears, that house is a 
monument to Kevin Porter’s genius for survival

NEW YORK (UPI) — All the other jocks call him “Babyface,” 
and one look at his soft, almost delicate features instantly tell you 
why 
Chris McCarron says he’s 19, but looks more like 15. 
His voice hasn’t really changed, so he still sings soprano, but oh. 
brother, can he ride horses! He’s not a journeyman yet, but he can 
ride em like Eddie Arcaro, Willie Shoemaker and Johnny 
Longden all put together. None of those three were able to achieve 
at Chris McCarron's age what he has. 
Furthermore, it seems safe to say no 19-year-old athlete ever 
has matched—not in cash-on-the-barrelhead earnings as opposed 
to spread-out bonuses, anyway — the quarter million dollars 
McCarron has won already this year.

Calypso Jack, his final winner of the day in the 
seventh race, paid $31.40 to win. 
They like to kid Chris McCarron around the track. They keep 
asking him what he’s going to do with all that money he’s making 
“Hopefully invest it wisely,” he said, talking with me from 
Laurel’s jockey quarters Wednesday. 
“I haven’t bought much of anything, only a small car. If my 
father and mother needed my help, financially, they certainly 
could have it, but they’re all right by themselves. They’re both 
good, hardworking people. You know my mother keeps worrying 
about me. ‘Christopher,’ she says, don’t get hurt.’” 


Actually, she also worries about her other son. Gregg, six y ears 
older than Chris Gregg is a jockey, too. and wouldn t you know it. 
when Chris broke the record Tuesday riding Ohmylove, it wa^

A year ago, Chris left home to hang around the race trac k s in 
Maryland and be with his brother, Gregg He thought if he could 
conquer his fear of heights, specifically getting up on a horse, he 
might like to become a jockey like his big brother Gregg So ( hr is 
moved into a stable at Bowie, and that became his home ” He 
has also slept in stables at Rockingham. Suffolk and P im lico, and 
still beds down in one now and then 
“They’re not too bad," he says. "Maybe they’re not real 
private, but they’re well-heated and comfortable enough They 
don t cost anything, either.

after the Lompoc Valley Chess Club got 
off to a rousing start in mid-April 1969. it 
wasn’t unusual for 80 or 90 youngsters to 
turn out to learn or to play the game.

Don Ribble, teacher at La Canada 
School also has a large contingent of 
young players ready to go.

Clarence Ruth School, has 
also been 
doing great things. Some weeks ago 
Mrs. Culberson took a contingent of 
players to Fillmore School for a practice 
match That idea has apparently taken 
hold because Baumann says he’s trying 
to work out a visit to another school by 
some of his youngsters. 
Fred Foster, teacher at La Mesa 
School has a large contingent already 
preregistered for the tournament. Not 
only that, but Foster who lives in the 
Solvang area plans to bring some 
youngsters from elementary schools in 
that area. Yours truly opened the annual 


event to any student in the north county, 
a couple of years ago but it’s been slow 
to catch on. 
Tom Mills, teacher and co-sponsor for 
the 
C hristm as 
tournam ent 
at 
Westwings, has been doing a fine job 
despite losing his co-sponsor recently. 
Dennis Smith who was helping lead the 
school’s effort is ill and absent from 
school. Hopefully other teachers and 
parents will spring into the gap so to

incidentally I speak for a lot of chess 
players when I wish Smith a speedy 
recovery. 
Phil Hirschler dean of faculty chess 
advisers at Lompoc Junior High School, 
also have given substance and meaning 
to the chess program at his school 
Incidentally Hirschler will direct the 
junior high school segment of the

1970. 
The chess program at Vandenberg 
Junior High School has been much more

Móndale’s decision to remove his name 
from the presidential race distressed 
many, even conservatives: “I do not 
have the overwhelming desire to be 
President which is essential for the kind 
of campaign that is required.' he said. 
"I admire those with the determination 
to do what is required to seek the 
Presidency but I have found that I am 
not among them ” He had barnstormed 
30 states and spent $100,000 and wanted 
out. It was a kind of indictment of the 
whole system. 
The Founding Fathers might have

something like that which the dominant 


party uses in the House of Commons - 
to pick a prime minister. It hasn t 
worked So presidential hopefuls are 
now lining up. two years ahead of time, 
to go through their grueling ordeal 
Some argue the process is educational 
all round On the other hand, wouldn t 
we be better off if they just staid put, 
and made reputations at home? Would 
George Washington have campaigned? 
Our system makes it even harder to 
drop a leader than to acquire him The 
only way to get rid of an unsatisfactory 
president, short of waiting two or three 
years for an election, is to use the 
impeachment 
guillotine 
A 
brutal 
business. How much simpler it is 
abroad. Japan has just quietly changed 
prime ministers. 
Seniority is another oddity. To get 
power in Congress you must be old. Old, 
that is, in the terms of the Founding 
Fathers They were an extraordinarily 
young lot 
Of those who wrote the 
Constitution in Philadelphia in 1787 
Jonathan 
Dayton of 
NJ 
was 
26; 
Pinckney, 29; Hamilton 30; Rufus King 
32; Madison 36, Adams 37 Just boys, our 
congressional 
committee 
chairman 
would say. Even with Ben Franklin at 81 
the average in Philadelphia was 43. 
Suppose Jefferson, for example, who 
had aspirations to establish a utopia of 
small farmers in America, had sought 
admission to the House Agriculture 
Committee. He would have had to wait 
31 years to equal the age of the present 
chairman, Rep. Poage (75) of Texas. 
Another delegate of Philadelphia was 
John Rutledge of South Carolina, later 
on the Supreme Court. If he joined the 
Senate Judiciary Committee today, he 
would have to wait 22 years to equal 
chairman James Eastland s age.

leaders That could be the greatest 
political reform of the day. Other 
nations have party conventions every 
year to help steer their course, but it is 
only now that the Democrats for the 
first time have taken this obvious step 
It is agonizing to see the public hoping 
that President Ford will act. Fed. 
chairman Arthur Bums solemnly warns 
that continued drift over the energy 
problem “may lead to a permanent 
decline of our nation’s economic and 
political power. “Mr. Ford hesitates. 
Henry Ford 2nd urges a stimulative 
tax 
cut to help avoid 
“potential 
disaster.” The President hesitates. And 
again, in two weeks, private ownership 
of gold becomes legal and what looks 
like a gold rush is developing. This 
will take needed funds away from credit 
agencies, it is a vote of no confidence by 
the timid rich; it means that they would 
rather lose interest and pay insurance 
and storage charges on hoarded metal; 
than trust the White House and Congress 
and the American productive market 
system. The mood is ominous. 
Instead of blocking the president, 
Congress is trying to get him to act. This 
is a reversal of 
roles for at least a 
generation. Walter Lippmann wrote in 
1963, when Congress stalled JFK: “We 
have here in its American form the 
critical 
disease 
of 
democratic 
government, namely the paralysis of the 
Executive by the elected assembly.” 
Mr. 
Ford has made this into a 
“paralysis” of the elected assembly by 
the Executive. 
Meanwhile, the oil producing cartel 
(OPEC) is accumulating $60 billion a 
year in surplus cash. At this rate one 
week equals the Rockefeller family’s 
entire wealth. In a year it equals all US 
investments outside the country. In nine 
years it equals the value of all the stock 
of all the,companies on the NY Stock 
Exchange In 15 years it equals the value 
of all the stocks of all the major stock 
exchanges of all the countries of the 
world. We just don’t think this money is 
going to be paid.

UNITED NATIONS - This Tower of 
Babel on the East River is shaken by 
tremors that threaten its existence 
Dominated 
by 
Third 
World 
and 
Communist 
powers, 
the 
General 
Assembly at the session soon to end has 
breathed defiance at the West. 
Yassir 
Arafat 
championing 
the 
Palestine case drew wild applause from 
the 
assembly. 
His 
appearance 
accentuated the deep divisions over the 
M iddle 
E ast 
with 
p a rtic u la r 
embarrassment for the United States as 
Israel’s friend — her sole friend - and 
protector. 
Of deep concern to 
American 
policy­ 
makers is the reaction 
in Congress and public 
opinion. Of the U N. 
budget of $264 million 
the United States pays 
roughly 25 per cent. 
The 78 Third World 
and 
d ev e lo p in g 
countries, 
voting 
more or less as a bloc 
in the 
Assembly, pay altogether about 2.5 per 
cent. These are, of course, African and 
Asian nations abysmally poor. 
The threat is that in a time of 
retrenchment 
and 
neo-isolationism, 
Congress will decide to cut back if not 
repudiate the United Nations. This was 
the warning implied in the speech of the 
American delegate John Scali who 
challenged 
the 
"tyranny 
of 
the 
majority.” The speech was prepared in 
the State Deparment under the eye of 
Secretary of State Kissinger. 
When the United Nations Economic 
and Social Council, a semiautonomous 
agency with headquarters in Paris, 
denied funds for a project in Israel, the 
reaction was immediate, Sen. Clifford 
Case, R, N.J., long a friend of the United 
Nations, put through an amendment in 
the 
Senate 
cutting 
off 
the 
U.S. 


contribution to UNESCO of $16 million. 
Reports circulated that the Arab 
countries would be only too happy to 
make up the difference if the cutoff was 
final. 
, 
This suggests the danger in simply 
opting out when the vast resource of 
Arab oil wealth could be used to 
eliminate American influence from the 
only international forum. As the most 
powerful nation in the world, we would 
look pretty silly playing the spoil sport. 
The Russians did that once to their 
own chagrin. They walked out of the 
Security Council with a fine show of 
indignation. That gave the United States 
the opening to get U N. sanction for the 
military 
force 
that 
repulsed 
the 
Communist assault on South Korea. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, 
whose powers are to say the least 
ambiguous, points out that, on recent 
Assembly votes, the Western view 
prevailed. By a tie vote of 48 to 48, the 
government of Lon Nol in Cambodia was 
confirmed rather than the Hanoi-backed 
Khmer force. By a substantial margin 
the Assembly voted to retain the U.N. 
designation for the American troops in 
South Korea. 
At the start of the United Nations 
nearly 30 years ago, the western powers, 
foremost among them the United States, 
were dominant, Waldheim notes. What 
the West wanted the West got, despite 
frequent clashes with the Russian 
delegation. 
That day is gone forever as the world 
itself is polarized, in effect, between the 
have and the have-not nations. Outside 
this forum on the East River, it is 
reflected in increasing nationalization of 
A m erican-ow ned 
raw -m ^terial- 
producing properties in Latin America 
and the Middle East. 
The 
President 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly, Foreign Minister Abdelaziz 
Bouteflika of Algeria, in his inaugural 
address, 
declared 
him self 
a 


revolutionary determined to reverse the 
order of the past that put the West in 
such a comfortable position. He is a 
brilliant, fiery orator with a broadly 
based education in France. 
But as Waldheim also points out the 
resolutions of the Assembly are not 
binding on the United Nations. He has 
just returned from the Middle East 
where visiting Egypt, Syria and Israel 
he helped to insure that the U.N. peace­ 
keeping force on the Golan Heights 
would remain in place for another six 
months. 
This puts the peril point of another 
Middle East war in May or June, when 
the second mandate runs out, unless, as 
Waldheim hopes, negotiations can begin 
in Geneva 


For all its frailties, its built-in 
weaknesses and the frustration of the 
veto power of the five principal nations 
in the Security Council, the United 
Nations is the only peace-keeping force 
in existence. And, despite its handicaps, 
this hard-pressed organization has been, 
through its troubled life, a moderating 
force for peace.
